"The state commission has en­ 
dorsed the idea of having a com­ 
memorative coin issued by the 
federal government to be sold by 
the commission with the proceeds 
to be used for the erection of a 
monument and memorial to Lin­ 
coln and efforts Jo secure the 
minting of such a coin have been 
instituted. All other matters re­ 
lating to the observance are still 
in a discussion stage. 
ONE EVENT SCHEDULED 
"Yet that is not entirely cor­ 
rect. in July, 1960, the National 
Civil War Centennial Commission 
issued a list of centennial activi­ 
ties and events already planned. 
One such event is listed for Get­ 
tysburg and this is under the date 
of July 2. 1863. when, it is noted, 
there will be a commemorative 
ceremony 
marking the famous 
charge of the First Minnesota 
Regiment. I may be forgiven for 
overlooking this, for it is not the 
result of Pennsylvania planning. 
The sponsor is the Minnesota 
Civil War and Sioux Uprising 
Centennial Commission. 
"Perhaps the reason for the 
failure to have a definite pro­ 
gram for the centennial of the 
battle and Lincoln's Gettys­ 
burg Address is the lack of 
appropriated funds with which 
to finance the ceremonies. 
NO U.S. FUNDS 
"No money can be expected 
from the federal government 
for the national commission 
bas no resources for such pur­ 
poses. Its function is merely 
to coordinate Civil War Cen­ 
tennial commemorations and 
to encourage and assist state 
and local commissions in the 
formulation of their plans. 
"The necessary funds must 
come from state and local 
sources. 
"Last week I secured from the 
national commission its most re­ 
cent list of appropriations 
by 
state governments to state and 
local 
centennial 
commissions. 
There are 23 states on that list 
with amounts ranging from $1,500

U.S. Hopeful Cease-Fire

WASHINGTON (AP) — Demo­ 
cratic leaders of Congress left a 
meeting with President Kennedy 
today expressing hope of a cease­ 
fire in Laos and neutralization of 
that Communist-menaced nation. 
House Speaker Sam Rayburn,

Monday, newsmen were told by 
Rayburn and the Senate Demo­ 
cratic leader. Sen. Mike Mans 
field, D-Mont. Mansfield said the 
President’s position on Laos re­ 
mains 
unchanged after the two 
meetings. 
HOPE FOR SOLUTION 
“We are very hopeful,” Ray 
burn added, “that a solution will 
come about that will be satisfac­ 


tory to us and those who work 
with us in these affairs.” 
Kennedy 
was

for 
speedy answer from Soviet Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev on whether Rus­ 
sia will agree to a cease-fire. In 
his hour-long session with Grouty 
ko, Kennedy was reported to have

Since HISS the yearly average 
producer price per pound of broil­ 
er m eat—the top grade poultry— 
has dropped from 25 2 cents to 
16 I cents in I960 In the northeast­ 
ern states, such as Pennsylvania.

The other thief is more alert. 
sees deeper: 
"For shame. Do you not fear 
God, being so near death? We are 
justly condemned, but this man 
has done nothing wrong." 
Turning to Jesus, he says: 
"Remember me when you come 
In your kingly power." 
Jesus replies: 
'Today thou shalt be with me 
In paradise." 
Why are the last 
words of 
Christ so precious, so minutely 
examined? 
Last words have a strange fas­ 


cination’ for some because those 
near death are thought to offer 
us glimpses into the next world. 
Others are stirred because they 
believe the approach of death 
strips off the mask of pretense 
from the dying and reveals them 
for what they really are. 
But Jesus’ last words are cher­ 
ished because He has changed 
the course of history. Multitudes 
of varied and valuable meanings 
are found in them because His 
life, death and resurrection mark 
Him as more than a man. Be­ 
lieving, acting as if this were 
true, men experience Him as 
Savior and Lord. 
These words spoken from the 
cross to a penitent thief reveal 
that Jesus was the same in dy­ 
ing as in living.

Viewing the wreckage it is easy 
to explain what some motorists 
were driving at.

A few extra dollars usually are 
what really count when buying 
repairs because they will cover 
the important extras.

That is, 
the rear wheels are independent­ 
ly Sprung just as are the front 
wheels.

speed drops, keep in mind that 


should the rear wheels lock when 
you apply the brakes on a skiddy 
surface the transmission will go 
into Low.

SAYS REACTION 
TO COMMUNISM 
COURSE GOOD 


HARRISBURG (AP) - A new 
course of study comparing Com­ 
munism and Democracy is draw­ 
ing a favorable response among 
Pennsylvania school teachers, a 
state education official said today. 
Joseph Gavenonis said his con­ 
clusion was based on requests for 
a 
suggested course outline re­ 
ceived from educators across the 
state. 


“We printed 5,000 copies of the 
outline for distribution to the var­ 
ious high schools,” Gavenonis said 
in an interview. “We now have 
only 500 copies left.” 
It is impossible, without making 
a special survey, to determine 
just how many high schools are 
offering the course as part of their 
social science program, Gavenonis 
said.

He got the state interested in 
the course in 1956 when he was 
state commander of the American 
Legion. 
Gavenonis, director of the Pub­ 
lic Instruction Department’s Bur­ 
eau of Private Schools and Veter­ 
ans Education, played a major 
role in drafting the study outline 
for school teachers. It went out 
last year. 
It is a nme-page paper that lists 
questions to be covered in the 
course, objectives of the study and 
reference books for teachers and 
students to use hi preparing for 
classroom work. 
“We have gotten most of our re­ 
quests for the outline from teach­ 
ers of social studies but others 
have been 
received from 
high 
school principals.” Gavenonis said. 
He added that Pennsylvania’s 
action 
initiating the study 
has 
sparked interest in other states. 
After this state took the lead. 23 
others followed and began offering 
a similar program of study, Gave­ 
nonis reported.

U. S. telescope-in-the-sky satellite 
designed to tumble end over end 
IO times a minute as it whirls 
through space, may be launched 
this week 
Space scientists hope k will 
give them an opportunity to ex­ 
plore beyond the curtain of the 
earth's atmosphere 
The satellite’s mission will be 
to hunt gamma rays in every cor­ 
ner of space, These rays are sim­ 
ilar to X rays, but of shorter 
wave length. They are emitted by 
radioactive substances 
RESEM BLES TELESCOPE 
The unique device, which re­ 
sembles a telescope 74 feet long, 
may be fired aloft this week from 
Cape Canaveral. Fla., the Nation 
a1 Aeronautics and Space Admin­ 
istration announced today. 
NASA said the tumbling motion 
“will enable the gamma ray tele 
scope, aimed out through the end 
to scan a portion of the surround­ 
ing space every six seconds.” 
The 82-pound satellite will be 
launched into an elliptical, low- 
mclination orbit so it can scan the 
sun during the early part of its 
lifetime 
In order to provide the extra 
length and weight needed to at­ 
tain a tumbling motion, its 44- 
inch fourth-stage rocket casing 
will remain attached to the tele­ 
scope satellite. 
PRIMARY OBJECTIVE 
Plans call for the satellite to 
orbit between the altitudes of 300 
and 700 miles. It is expected to 
circle the earth about every 96 
minutes to have a useful lifetime 
of six months to a year, and to 
remain in orbit for more than 
three years. 
The primary objectives will be 
to detect high energy gamma 
rays from cosmic sources—our 
own galaxy and neighboring gal­ 
axies—and to map their distribu­ 
tion in the sky.
